All it 
wo u ld sh o w, fo r ex amp le, is if y o u 
made a iM*ofit o n a land deal, and 
making a p ro fit is no t illegal,” Miller 
said. 


He said th e o rdinance wo u ld sh o w if 
a p ro fit was made o r enh anced 
th ro u gh a p erso n’s p u blic o ffice.

Bu t in 1971 a law was p assed in Illi­ 
no is req u iring sch o o l districts to p ro ­ 
v ide sp ecial edu catio n fo r ch ildren 
starting at age 3. Th is y ear th ere are 
43 ch ildren in Arlingto n Heigh ts Dist. 
25’s sp ecial p resch o o l p ro gram at Iv y 
Hill Sch o o l. 


Th e p ro gram is “set u p to take ch il­ 
dren wh o h av e any ty p e o f learning 
p ro blem,” said Ch ery l Fo u ts, sp eech 
and langu age th erap ist, wh o teach es 
th e ch ildren alo ng with Anna Larso n, 
learning disabilities teach er. 
Th e ch ildren may h av e p ro blems in 
co o rdinatio n, 
langu age 
and 
p er­ 
cep tio n, said Miss Fo u ts. Th e classes 
giv e ch ildren an ex tra bo o st in learn­ 
ing “so th at u p o n entrance to sch o o l 


th ey can go into a regu lar p ro gram,” 
sh e said. 
THE CHILDREN in th e p ro gram 
are age 3 to 5 and co me fro m th ro u gh ­ 
o u t th e Dist. 25 area. Th ey are p laced 
in o ne o f fiv e gro u p s o f abo u t 10 ch il­ 
dren each meeting fro m fo u r to six 
h o u rs a week. Th e p ro gram is p aid 
fo r in p art with state fu nds.

h o me to bo o st th eir learning skills. 
“I am alarmed at th e nu mber o f 
h o u rs ch ildren are sitting watch ing 
telev isio n,” said Mrs. Haines, wh o 
to ld th e mo th ers, “If I co u ld get u p o n 
a so ap bo x I wo u ld say ‘'Tu rn o ff y o u r 
telev isio n.’ ” Sh e believ es th at to o 
many families u se telev isio n fo r en­ 
tertainment wh en th e ch ildren sh o u ld 
be p lay ing with arts and crafts o r co n­ 
v ersing with th eir p arents. “Th ey 
sh o u ld be o u t do ing th ings rath er th an 
watch ing so meo ne else do th em,” sh e 
said.

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Draft of new 
ethics law 
broadened 


A draft of Arlington Heights’ first 
ethics and disclosure ordinance will 
be expanded to include department 
heads and appointed officials as well 
as village trustees. 


The new ordinance, first proposed 
by Trustee Robert H. Miller, will cov­ 
er department heads and their imme­ 
diate subordinates and members of 
the village plan commission, zoning 
board and Board of Local Improve­ 
ments. 


It will require, if adopted by the vil­ 
lage board, that officials disclose land 
ownership gifts and “ loans” of more 
than $50 and financial interests in any 
firm engaged by or having the poten­ 
tial of doing business with the village. 
Miller, chairman of the board’s 
community service committee, said 
Village Atty. Jack M. Siegel will draw 


Village police 
to beef up 
patrol beats 


The Arlington Heights Police Dept, 
will increase the number of patrol 
beats covering the village within two 
weeks. 
The number of beats will increase 
from six to seven. Eight beats will be 
used on certain occasions, said Chief 
L. W. Canterwood. 


Six additional patrolmen, authorized 
in the current municipal budget, have 
completed their training and have 
been assigned to the patrols. 
The additional men were requested 
for the department to lower response 
time — the time it takes a patrol car 
to answer a citizen’s complaint. 


DURING THE BUDGET hearings, 
some criticism was voiced about re­ 
ported delays in police responding to 
non-emergency calls. 
Calderwood said emergency calls 
are usually answered within two min­ 
utes. Less serious, or service calls 
can take about five minutes or longer 
to answer depending upon the circum­ 
stances and severity of the situation, 
he said. 


Police will still patrol in one-man 
cars under the new system. The size 
of the beat areas will enable backup 
units to arrive within minutes if 
needed, he said. 


In addition to the seven beat cars, 
there are three traffic cars and detec­ 
tive cars on the streets to provide ex­ 
tra assistance and observation. Super­ 
visory personnel are also on the 
streets.

THE PROPOSED law is a revision 
of one put before the board by the 
committee in September.

Trustee Frank Palmatier called for 
the ordinance to cover the village de­ 
partment heads and their immediate 
subordinates. He said they often have 
“ more individual power than any one 
trustee.” 


ALSO UNDER study is the com­ 
mittee’s proposal that officials violat­ 
ing the ordinance be censured or re­ 
moved from office. Some trustees said 
a censure board could become a polit­ 
ical tool for harassment. 
Miller said Siegel will be asked

Miller said another change in the 
ordinance narrows the range of dis­ 
closure of gifts worth more than $50. 
Originally, all gifts above that amount 
would have to be disclosed. ' 
“ If a trustee gets a gift from Joe 
Blow in Phoenix, that really doesn’t 
matter. But if Joe Blow is a developer 
with plans for Arlington Heights, we 
should know about it,” he said. 


Miller took exception to comments 
made by fellow Trustee Richard J. 
Durava, who said, “ all ethics state­ 
ments are a sop thrown to the tax­ 
payers who are too lazy to do what 
they should do as citizens — watch 
their elected officials.” 


DURAVA SAID the best protection 
came through the Internal Revenue 
Service’s scrutiny of income tax re­ 
turns. Miller disagreed. 
“ I disagree that your income tax 
form solves all the problems. All it 
would show, for example, is if you 
made a profit on a land deal, and 
making a profit is not illegal,” Miller 
said. 


He said the ordinance would show if 
a profit was 
made or enhanced 
through a person’s public office. 
Miller said with the disclosures, of­ 
ficials’ interests would be on the 
record and their actions “ would seem 
to be above board and it would be up 
to somebody to prove they were doing 
wrong.”

Tots program gives learning boost

Years ago when a preschool child 
had difficulty learning, his problem 
usually wasn’t identified or corrected 
until he reached kindergarten. 
But in 1971 a law was passed in Illi­ 
nois requiring school districts to pro­ 
vide special education for children 
starting at age 3. This year there are 
43 children in Arlington Heights Dist. 
25’s special preschool program at Ivy 
Hill School. 


The program is “ set up to take chil­ 
dren who have any type of learning 
problem,” said Cheryl Fouts, speech 
and language therapist, who teaches 
the children along with Anna Larson, 
learning disabilities teacher. 


The children may have problems in 
coordination, 
language 
and 
per­ 
ception, said Miss Fouts. The classes 
give children an extra boost in learn­ 
ing “ so that upon entrance to school 


they can go into a regular program,” 
she said. 
THE CHILDREN in the program 
are age 3 to 5 and come from through­ 
out the Dist. 25 area. They are placed 
in one of five groups of about IO chil­ 
dren each meeting from four to six 
hours a week. The program is paid 
for in part with state funds. 


D i s t . 25 diagnostician Kathryn 
Haines tests preschoolers each spring 
to determine whether a child should 
be placed in the program. But she 
emphasized that parents do not have 
to wait until spring if they feel their 
child has a learning problem. Chil­ 
dren are admitted to the program 
during the year and can be tested any 
time if parents contact Mrs. Haines at 
the administration office. 
The program also includes a dis­ 
cussion group for parents of pre­ 
schoolers. The group, led by Mrs. 
Haines, helps mothers learn ways 


they can work with their children at 
home to boost their learning skills. 
“ I am alarmed at the number of 
hours children are sitting watching 
television,” said Mrs. Haines, who 
told the mothers, “ If I could get up on 
a soap box I would say ‘Turn off your 
television.’ ” She believes that too 
many families use television for en­ 
tertainment when the children should 
be playing with arts and crafts or con­ 
versing with their parents. “ They 
should be out doing things rather than 
watching someone else do them,” she 
said. 


A COMMON problem with pre­ 
schoolers is poor development in c5n- 
versational 
language 
and 
under­ 
developed control of the hands and 
fingers, both of which create prob­ 
lems when children get to school. 
Mrs. Haines does recommend edu­ 
cation television programs such as 
“ Sesame Street” but she also tells 


mothers that an hour of television per 
day should be ample for a pre­ 
schooler. 
During the discussion groups moth­ 
ers learn finger games and language 
exercises that they can use with their 
children at home. 
The program also provides a baby­ 
sitting service for those who must 
bring their children with them when 
they attend the discussion group. Stu­ 
dents in the social science class at 
Hersey High School supervise the chil­ 
dren. 


There are about 85 Hersey students 
in the class who work with about 20 
different 
community 
agencies, 
in­ 
cluding the preschool. Most of the stu­ 
dents choose an agency they hope will 
become their career as adults, said 
Wilford Kozlowski, teacher of the Her­ 
sey program. “They’re getting the 
professional training that they can’t 
get in school.” 
200 U.S. civilians OKd for Sinai 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The Senate 
passed and sent to President Ford 
Thursday night authorization to send 
200 American civilian technicians to 
the Sinai Peninsula to monitor the Eg- 
yptian-Israeli disengagement pact. 
After rejecting a series of proposed 
modifications that would have meant 
two weeks’ delay in completing the 
measure, the Senate approved 70-18 a 
version passed by the House Wednes­ 
day. 
Shortly before the vote Ford told a 
news conference the Americans would 


be civilians but he skirted the ques­ 
tion whether they would have con­ 
nections with the U.S. intelligence 
community. 


THE WHITE HOUSE said after the 
vote that Ford was “ pleased.” 


Supporters of the measure won easy 
approval in the Senate despite strong 
objections that should hostilities break 
out anew between Israel and Egypt 
the presence of Americans in the 
battle zone could draw the United 
States into a war, Vietnam-style. 


Had the Senate not gone along with 
the House version, final action would 
have been held up until Oct. 20 be­ 
cause the House already had quit for 
a 10-day Columbus Day recess. 


State Department officials said re­ 
cruiting of civilians for the Sinai mis­ 
sion would begin promptly, but that 
no technicians probably would be sent 
to the area until the end of this year. 


THE 
OFFICIALS 
said 
adminis­ 
trative matters had to be completed 
to determine who would be in charge, 


and special training would have to be 
given the volunteers. 
Israel is to formally sign the formal 
troop disengagement agreement with­ 
in a few days. Egypt already has 
signed it, but Israel has just initialed 
it, stating it would not sign until Con­ 
gress acted on the technicians. 
Earlier, the Senate defeated 85-9 a 
motion by Sen. 
Jam es 
Abourezk, 
D-S.D., to table or kill the resolution 
— a move that would have required 
renegotiation of the pact by Sec. of 
State Henry A. Kissinger.

Emest S. Marsh, 72, Regio nal 
Traikgio rtatkm Au thmity b o ard mem­ 
b er and retired railro ad indu stry lead­ 
er, died at his Chicago ho me Thiffs- 
day , ai^arently fro m a heart attack. 
Marsh was b est kno wn fo r his su c­

Ernest Marsh 
of RTA dies at 72

Ernest S. Marsh, 72, Regional 
Transportation Authority board mem­ 
ber and retired railroad industry lead­ 
er, died at his Chicago home Thurs­ 
day, apparently from a heart attack. 
Marsh was best known for his suc­ 
cess story with the Santa Fe R.R., 
where he started as a rail clerk in 
New Mexico and eventually became 
chief executive officer and chairman 
of the board. 
He was born in Lynchburg, Va., in 
1903, and by age 15 he was a rail clerk 
in Clovis, N. Mex., for the Atchison 
Topeka and Santa Fe R.R. His steady 
advancement brought him to Chicago 
in 1942, and he became director of 
Sante Fe Industries in 1956. He was 
president from 1957-67 and chairman 
of the board from 1967 until his retire­ 
ment in 1973. 


MARSH’S APPOINTMENT to the 
RTA board in 1974 was the latest in a 
series of appointed positions he held 
in the Chicago area. He had been a 
member of the Illinois Racing Board 
from 1961-69, and was a lifetime mem­ 
ber (rf the National Assn. of State 
Racing Commissioners. 
Marsh held honorary degrees from 
the University of Southern California, 
Bradley University in Peoria, and 
New Mexico State University. 
He had been a member of the board

OSLO, Norway (UPI) — And rei 
Sak harov , who help ed p rod u ce the 
Ru ssian hy d rogen bomb bu t later be­ 
came the lead ing d omestic critic of 
the Sov iet sy stem, won the 1975 Nobel 
Peace Prize Thu rsd ay for his lonely 
hu man rights camp aign. 


In giv ing the p eace award to a Ru s­ 
sian for the first time, the Nobel Prize 
Committee cited Sahk arov ’s “fearless 
effort in the cau se of p eace among 
mank ind ,” and his warnings against 
“bogu s d etente” between East and 
West. 
A smiling and ex cited Sak harov , 
attend ing a farewell p arty for a friend 
in Moscow, told rep orters he hop ed 
his p rize wou ld “su p p ort the battle for 
hu man rights” in the Sov iet Union. 


Sak harov renewed his call for an 
amnesty for Sov iet p olitical p risoners 
and said he p lanned to go to Oslo to 
p ick u p the p rize in p erson Dec. 10, if 
Sov iet au thorities let him go. 


Western d ip lomats consid ered the 
selection of a lead ing Sov iet d issid ent 
for the p restigiou s award as an u nd is­ 
gu ised slap to the Sov iet lead ershp 
which is k nown to hav e been p u shing 
Finnish Presid ent Urho Kek k onen for 
the p rize. 
The d ip lomats recalled Moscow’s 
fu ror ov er the award of the 1970 Nobel 
p rize for literatu re to Ru ssian d is­ 
sid ent au thor Alex and er Solzhenitsy n 
and p red icted an ev en lou d er ou tcry 
ov er Zak harov . 
The main Sov iet ev ening news p ro­ 


gram mad e no mention of the award , 
nor d id the Tass news agency in the 
first hou rs after it was annou nced . 


In its citation for the p rize award , 
the Nobel Prize Committee said , 
“Sak harov has warned against the 
d angers connected with a bogu s d e­ 
tente, based on wishfu l think ing and 
illu sions.” 
Sak harov is a brilliant p hy sicisf who 
was called “father of the Sov iet 
H-bomb,” for his work on Ru ssian 
thermonu clear weap on. Bu t be later 
became a strong op p onent of all nu ­ 
clear testing. 
The fiv e-member Oslo Nobel Prize 
committee, which selected the 54- 
y ear-old Sov iet nu clear p hy sicist, said 
he “has fou ght not only against the 
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abu se of p ower and v iolations of hu ­ 
man d ignity in all its forms, bu t he 
has with eq u al v igor fou ght for the 
id eal of a state fou nd ed on a p rincip le 
of ju stice for all.” 
“Sak harov ’s p ersonal and fearless 
effort in the cau se of p eace among 
mank ind serv es as a mightly in­ 
sp iration to all tru e end eav ors to p ro­ 
mote p eace,” the conu nittee said in 
its citation. 
The p rize carries a cash award of 
$143,000 this y ear. The Nobel p rize 
award ceremony is sched u led for Dec. 
10 and the d ip lomats consid ered it v ir­ 
tu ally certain Sak harov wou ld not be 
allowed to come and get it in p erson. 


Last y ear’s p eace p rize was shared 
by the late Jap anese Prime Minister 


Eisak u Sato and former Irish Foreign 
Minister Sean McBrid e. 
He was u nk nown in the West before 
1968 bu t as early as 1958 he began 
circu lating memos calling for a ban 
on nu clear tests and in 1961 p ersonally 
ap p ealed to then Premier Nik ita 
Khru shchev to halt Sov iet nu clear 
blasts. 
Sak harv o’s calls went u nheed ed and 
on Dec. 5,1966, he took p art in a one- 
minu te p u blic v igil for hu man rights 
which cost him his job as section chief 
in the Sov iet nu clear p rogram. 


In 1968 his book , “Progress, Peace­ 
fu l Coex istence and Intellectu al Free­ 
d om,” was p u blished in the West, bu t 
only circu lated p riv ately in the Sov iet 
Union. 


Fo rd bla sts Co ng ress, dema nds spending , ta x cuts 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Presid ent 
Ford said Hiu rsd ay ni^t the Ameri­ 
can p eop le ou ght to throw “this re­ 
form Congress’* ou t of office if it 
lack s the imagination to combine his 
p rop osal for $28 billion worth of cu ts 
in sp end ing and tax es. 
Ford also ind icated the end of his 
embargo of grain sales to the Sov iet 
Union will be annou nced Frid ay , and 
said work is p rogressing on agree­ 
ments for the U.S.p u rchase of Sov iet 
oil at “fav orable** p rices and a long­ 
term grain sale. 
Democrats in Congress hav e called 
Ford ’s p rop osal “p rep osterou s,’* bu t 
Ford , d isp lay ing some p iq u e at his 
19th fu ll-scale news conference, said 
other Congresses had meshed sp end ­ 
ing cu ts with tax cu ts. 
He said he wou ld not hesitate to u se 
his v eto p ower if CJongress send s him 
only a tax cu t and no agreement to 
limit sp end ing. 
“If this reform (Congress can’t u se 
enou gh imagination to p u t together a 
tax red u ction and a sp end ling limita­ 
tion, then the American p eop le ou t to 
k now abou t it,** Ford said . 
He said the p eop le want both less 


tax ation and less gov ernment sp end ­ 
ing “and if Congress can’t giv e it to 
them there ou ght to be some changes 
on CJap itol Hill.” 
Democrats hav e labeled Ford ’s p lan 
p olitical. 
Ford also p led ged that the 200 
American rad ar technicians to be sent 
to monitor the Sinai d isengagement 
p act will be d rawn from civ ilian ex ­ 
p erts and “will not be from the mili­ 
tary .” 
Ford said he find s “no su bstantial 
sentiment” for any fed eral legislation 
to bail ou t financially trou bled New 
York City . He also said he had not y et 
seen or heard of any legislation he 
wou ld sign. 


ON OTHER SUBJECTS, Ford : 
• Said his trip to Lou isv ille, Ky ., set 
for nex t Thu rsd ay , was cancelled be­ 
cau se “there has been some trou ble in 
Lou isv ille as a resu lt of a cou rt-or­ 
d ered forced bu sing to achiev e racial 
balance in schools.” He rep eated his 
op p osition to bu sing, say ing, “I think 
there are some better means” to im­ 
p rov e ed u cation. 
• Resp ond ing to p u blished criticism 


of his camp aign organization u nd er d i­ 
rector Howard “Bo” Callaway , said 
he had “great faith and tru st in and 
fu lly su p p orts’* Callaway . He said he 
thou ght he had “an ex cellent organi­ 
zation in many , many states. It is 
mov ing v ery well.”

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Soviet dissident Sakharov wins Nobel Peace Prize 


ANDREI SAKHAROV 


OSLO, Norway (U PI) — Andrei 
Sakharov, who helped produce the 
Russian hydrogen bomb but later be­ 
came the leading domestic critic of 
the Soviet system, won the 1975 Nobd 
Peace Prize Thursday for his lonely 
human rights campaign. 


In giving the peace award to a Rus­ 
sian for the first time, the Nobel Prize 
Committee cited Sahkarov’s “ fearless 
effort in the cause of peace among 
mankind,” and his warnings against 
“ bogus detente” between East and 
West. 


A smiling and excited Sakharov, 
attending a farewell party for a friend 
in Moscow, told reporters he hoped 
his prize would “ support the battle for 
human rights” in the Soviet Union. 


Sakharov renewed his call for an 
amnesty for Soviet political prisoners 
and said he planned to go to Oslo to 
pick up the prize in person Dec. IO, if 
Soviet authorities let him go. 


Western diplomats considered the 
selection of a leading Soviet dissident 
for the prestigious award as an undis­ 
guised slap to the Soviet leadershp 
which is known to have been pushing 
Finnish President Urho Kekkonen for 
the prize. 


The diplomats recalled Moscow’s 
furor over the award of the 1970 Nobel 
prize for literature to Russian dis­ 
sident author Alexander Solzhenitsyn 
and predicted an even louder outcry 
over Zakharov. 
The main Soviet evening news pro­ 


gram made no mention of the award, 
nor did the Tass news agency in the 
first hours after it was announced. 


In its citation for the prize award, 
the Nobel Prize Committee said, 
“ Sakharov has warned against the 
dangers connected with a bogus de­ 
tente, based on wishful thinking and 
illusions.” 
Sakharov is a brilliant physicist who 
was called “ father of the Soviet 
H-bomb,” for his work on Russian 
thermonuclear weapon. But he later 
became a strong opponent of all nu­ 
clear testing. 


The five-member Oslo Nobel Prize 
committee, which selected the 54- 
year-old Soviet nuclear physicist, said 
he “ has fought not only against the 


abuse of power and violations of hu­ 
man dignity in all its forms, but he 
has with equal vigor fought for the 
ideal of a state founded on a principle 
of justice for all.” 


“ Sakharov’s personal and fearless 
effort in the cause of peace among 
mankind serves as a mightly in­ 
spiration to all true endeavors to pro­ 
mote peace,” the committee said in 
its citation. 
The prize carries a cash award of 
$143,000 this year. The Nobel prize 
award ceremony is scheduled for Dec. 
IO and the diplomats considered it vir­ 
tually certain Sakharov would not be 
allowed to come and get.it in person. 


Last year’s peace prize was shared 
by the late Japanese Prime Minister 


Eisaku Sato and former Irish Foreign 
Minister Sean McBride. 
He was unknown in the West before 
1968 but as early as 1958 he began 
circulating memos calling for a ban 
on nuclear tests and in 1961 personally 
appealed to then Premier Nikita 
Khrushchev to halt Soviet nuclear 
blasts. 


Sakharvo’s calls went unheeded and 
on Dec. 5, 1966, he took part in a one- 
minute public vigil for human rights 
which cost him his job as section chief 
in the Soviet nuclear program. 


In 1968 his book, “ Progress, Peace­ 
ful Coexistence and Intellectual Free­ 
dom,” was published in the West, but 
only circulated privately in the Soviet 
Union. 


Ford blasts Congress, demands spending, tax cuts 


WASHINGTON (U PI) - President 
Ford said Thursday night the Ameri­ 
can people ought to throw “ this re­ 
form Congress” out of office if it 
lacks the imagination to combine his 
proposal for $28 billion worth of cuts 
in spending and taxes. 
Ford also indicated the end of his 
embargo of grain sales to the Soviet 
Union will be announced Friday, and 
said work is progressing on agree­ 
ments for the U.S.purchase of Soviet 
oil at “ favorable” prices and a long­ 
term grain sale. 
Democrats in Congress have called 
Ford’s proposal “ preposterous,” but 
Ford, displaying some pique at his 
19th full-scale news conference, said 
other Congresses had meshed spend­ 
ing cuts with tax cuts. 
He said he would not hesitate to use 
his veto power if Congress sends him 
only a tax cut and no agreement to 
limit spending. 
“ If this reform Congress can’t use 
enough imagination to put together a 
tax reduction and a spending limita­ 
tion, then the American people out to 
know about it,” Ford said. 
He said the people want both less 


taxation and less government spend­ 
ing “ and if Congress can’t give it to 
them there ought to be some changes 
on Capitol Hill.” 
Democrats have labeled Ford’s plan 
political. 


Ford also pledged that the 200 
American radar technicians to be sent 
to monitor the Sinai disengagement 
pact will be drawn from civilian ex­ 
perts and “ will not be from the mili­ 
tary.” 
Ford said he finds “ no substantial 
sentiment” for any federal legislation 
to bail out financially troubled New 
York City. He also said he had not yet 
seen or heard of any legislation he 
would sign. 


ON OTHER SUBJECTS, Ford: 
• Said his trip to Louisville, Ky., set 
for next Thursday, was cancelled be­ 
cause “ there has been some trouble in 
Louisville as a result of a court-or­ 
dered forced busing to achieve racial 
balance in schools.” He repeated his 
opposition to busing, saying, “ I think 
there are some better means” to im­ 
prove education.

Patty Hearst receiving ‘gross’ hate mail: attorney 


SAN FRANCISCO (U P I) - Patricia 
Hearst is receiving “ really gross” 
hate mail at her jail cell — another 
sign the public has turned against 
her, one of her attorneys said Thurs­ 
day. 
Al Johnson, a colleague of Boston 
attorney F. Lee Bailey, said the tone 
of the letters makes him concerned 
about her safety. 
“ I think there are those with ratio­ 
nal thinking or otherwise who would 
like to harm her,” he said. “ I’ve seen 
evidence of that in her correspond­ 
ence. 


“ At times she appears to be selfed. 
At times she appears to be completely 
placid.” 


The lawyer said he has spent 60 
hours with Miss Hearst in San Mateo 
County Ja il in the past seven days. 


County authorities reported Thurs­ 
day they found a simulated wooden 
pistol in the pocket of an attorney en­ 
tering the jail to visit a client. The 
lawyer, LaRue Grim of San Fran­ 
cisco, was questioned for an hour and 
the matter turned over to the district 
attorney. Authorities said he had no 


connection with the Hearst case. 
Johnson said the 21-year-old news­ 
paper heiress’ lawyers had an obliga­ 
tion to keep the public advised about 
the case “ because of the tremendous 
public resentment which has been 
built up against her in this country.” 


“ I think people have been offended 
by what they believe to be the facts,” 
he said. “ I ’m simply suggesting that 
what they believe to have been the 
facts may not have been and, in fact, 
were not.” 


The attorney, who wants Miss 


Hearst moved from jail to a private 
mental institution, also announced 
that he and Bailey “ have lined up 
some other psychiatrists already, and 
we are hopeful they can begin exam­ 
ining her next week.” 


He said the defense psychiatrists, 
including brainwashing experts, would 
test Miss Hearst after three court-ap­ 
pointed psychiatrists complete their 
examinations.

Disgru ntled city d wellers are not the only ones 
making the mov e to the su bu rbs. 
Ou r little wood land friend s may be foresaking tlw 
bosky d ell and sy lv an glen for a life of comfort in 
su bu rbia. 
Deers, sku nks, raccoons and the omnipresent opos­ 
su m are find ing su bu rban liv ing a bit easier than 
gru bbing arou nd in the wood s for a bits to eat and a 
place to make a nest, said Chet Ry nd ak, natu ralist 
at the Riv er Trails Natu re Center, Wheeling Town­ 
ship. 
Porches, ced ar sid ing, chimney s, gard ens, shru bs, 
plastic garbage bags — in short, most things com­ 
mon to su bu rban liv ing — are ex tremely attractiv e 
to critters tired of rou ghing it, Ry nd ak said . 
“TAKE YOUR ru bbish can,” he said . “If it isn’t 
closed tightly raccoons, opossu ms and sku nks can 
get insid e and eat the scraps.” 
Commu nities that featu re plastic garbage bags are 
ju st offering a tasty bu ffet to hu ngry critters. 
“If y ou pu t the bags ou tsid e the night before they 
are to be picked u p, they can get into them with no 
trou ble at all,” Ry nd ak said . 
That inflation-beater gard en y ou planted in the 
spring tastes ju st as good to the animls as it d oes to 
y ou . And they d on’t hav e to worry abou t grocery 
bills in the first place, either. 
Ev en the land scaping that homeov ^Tiers slav e ov er 
is an in\itation to wild life, Ry nd ak said . 
‘‘Deer, especially white tailed ones, like ced ars. 
People call u s that something has been eating the 
shru bs and we find it has been the d eer,” he said . 
AND WHILE some people are tearing their hair 
ou t abou t that new family of sku nks that mov ed in 
d own the block, other people are setting ou t blocks of 
salt to attract the animals, he said . 
Is y ou r hou se zoned for ju st one family ? Raccoons 
and sku nks and opossu ms d on’t giv e two hoots, or

All in all, Ry nd ak said , many animals are find ing 
life a lot easier in the towns than ou t in the wild . 
ANOTHER FACTOR, is the increasing animal pop­ 
u lation. The d eer popu lation is ‘‘u p by a large cou nt” 
in the last 10 y ears, he said . 
Althou gh d eer d on’t get mailed a censu s form ev ­ 
ery d ecad e, Ry nd ak said there is a ratio between the 
nu mber of d eer killed on the highway s and the nu m­ 
ber of the popu lation at large. So far this y ear, 167 
d eer hav e met u ntimely fates on the road s, he said . 
A similiar stu d y on wood chu cks is u nd er way , he 
ad d ed . 
While the small mammals are the most frequ ent 
v isitors, Ry nd ak said su bu rbanites can keep an ey e 
ou t for migrating bird s this time of y ear. 
“They can see bird s common to Alaska and tu nd ra 
as they fly sou th for the winter. You might see 
hawks and eagles perched on telephone poles or 
hu nting for food ,” he said . 
RYNDAK ADVISED wire mesh for chimney tops 
and arou nd porches to d iscou rage fu rry v isitors from 
becoming permanent tenants. Frequ ent inspection of 
eav es and roofs will help keep animals ou t of the 
attic, he said . 
After all, he pointed ou t, pu tting u p the screening 
is a lot easier and less painfu l than try ing to ev ict a 
family of stu bborn sku nks. 
“They d on’t like getting d istu rbed , y ou know. And 
they can raise a stink abou t it,” he said .

The citizens’ report card com­ 
mittee, organized last spring, met 
ov er the su mmer to analy ze and com­ 
ment on the d istrict’s report card sy s­ 
tem. 


The d istrict cu rrently issu es prog­ 
ress reports fou r times each y ear. Re­ 
port card s are fairly similar throu gh­ 
ou t the d istrict for primary , inter­ 
med iate and ju nior high pu pils, said 
Katherine Stewart, a Poe School par­ 
ent and committee member. 
The report card s now rate child ren

OTHER COMMITTEE recommen­ 
d ations inclu d e:

“need ing improv ement.” The com­ 
mittee wants the primary grad es to 
hav e su perior marks as well. 


• Rating child ren on their efforts in 
each su bject, particu larly in phy sical 
ed u cation. 
• Receiv ing teacher comments fou r 
times each y ear instead of twice. 
• Receiv ing report card s before 
parent conferences are held . 
• Establishing consistent grad ing 
sy mbols among the grad es. Right now 
“S” on a primary card means “satis­ 
factory ” while an “S” on an inter­ 
med iate card means “slow progress.” 
The committee also asked that 
teachers be giv en in-serv ice training 


on u sing the report forms. 
The committee d rew mu ch of its 
materials from a su rv ey it ad minis­ 
tered to parents, teachers and stu ­ 
d ents in the d istrict. That su rv ey 
showed that many primary parents 
preferred u ngrad ed reports bu t many 
parents of old er child ren liked the 
trad itional A, B, C, D grad ing sy stem, 
Mrs. Stewart said .

Harper OKs grievance 
policy; faculty objects 


The 
Harper 
College 
Board 
of 
Trustees Thursday approved by a 
5-to-2 vote a new faculty grievance 
policy for the college over the objec­ 
tions of the school faculty.

MACAULAY SAID, “ Even our pre­ 
sent grievance policy would be better 
than the one you’re considering now.

Board discussion of the grievance 
policy began one and one-half years 
ago when the faculty grievance com­ 
mittee told the board the college’s 
existing policy which did not contain 
time limits on steps in the procedure, 
had become hopelessly bogged down.

Panel asks changes in report cards 


A citizens’ committee in Wheeling- 
Buff alo Grove Dist. 21 Thursday rec­ 
ommended several changes in the dis­ 
trict’s report card system, one of 
which would compare students on 
their ability in reading and math­ 
ematics. 
The 
citizens’ 
report 
card 
com­ 
mittee, organized last spring, met 
over the summer to analyze and com­ 
ment on the district’s report card sys­ 
tem. 


The district currently issues prog­ 
ress reports four times each year. Re­ 
port cards are fairly similar through­ 
out the district for primary, inter­ 
mediate and junior high pupils, said 
Katherine Stewart, a Poe School par­ 
ent and committee member. 
The report cards now rate children 
against themselves on their own indi­ 
vidual progress in subject areas.,The 
report card committee recommended 
that this be continued but additional 
marks be given in reading and math 
to show where the child is in relation 
to others in his class. 


OTHER COM M ITTEE 
recommen­ 
dations include: 


• Giving primary students a three- 
point evaluation system rather than 
the two-point system now used. 


• Prim ary students currently may 
be graded as “ satisfactory” or as 
“ needing improvement.” The com­ 
mittee wants the primary grades to 
have superior marks as well. 


• Rating children on their efforts in 
each subject, particularly in physical 
education. 
• Receiving teacher comments four 
times each year instead of twice. 


• Receiving report cards before 
parent conferences are held. 


• Establishing consistent grading 
symbols among the grades. Right now 
“ S” on a primary card means “ satis­ 
factory” while an “ S” on an inter­ 
mediate card means “ slow progress.” 
The 
committee 
also 
asked 
that 
teachers be given in-service training 


on using the report forms. 


The committee drew much of its 
materials from a survey it adminis­ 
tered to parents, teachers and stu­ 
dents in the district. That survey 
showed that many primary parents 
preferred ungraded reports but many 
parents of older children liked the 
traditional A, B, C, D grading system, 
Mrs. Stewart said.

It wou ld be called Su p erior. 


Congress granted the Up p er Peninsu la to Michigan — 
tak ing it away from Wisconsin — early in the 19th Cen­ 
tu ry , as a consolation p rize for losing the Toledo strip to 
Ohio. 
At the time, a Detroit newsp ap er called its new ter­ 
ritory “a land of p erp etu al snows” — as mu ch as 300 
inches a y ear still falls in northern Up p er Peninsu la 
hamlets. 


Iron and cop p er mines brou ght it boom times — and 
a wild rep u tation — in the mid-19 th centu ry . Bu t p ro­ 
du ction p eak ed for both by 1920. There still is some- 
mining, bu t the dep ression ended the boom times and 
the major sou rce of rev enu e now is tou rism. 


A lot of p eop le lau ghed last y ear when Theodore G. 
Albert, a 57-y ear-old lawy er from Ironwood, Mich., ran 
for Congress on a third p arty p latform that wou ld grant 
the Up p er Peninsu la statehood. He lost badly — as ex ­ 
p ected — bu t his idea didn’t. 


Many Up p er Peninsu la residents — there were only 
304, 347 at last cou nt — agree the Up p er Peninsu la 
needs, if not indep endence, a better deal from the p oliti­ 
cians and bu sinessmen in the rest of the state. 


“I’ll tell y ou ,” say s Mrs. Donald Olgren, 34, of Ish- 
p eming. “I think If ^ seceded, we cou ld su rv iv e ju st 
as well as we do now.” 
Albert’s idea was not a new one. Bu t it resu rfaced at 


a time when some Up p er Peninsu la residents were 
ready to tak e it seriou sly once again. 


If it did su ddenly find itself a state instead of an 
accu mu lation of 15 Michigan cou nties cov ered mostly 
with trees, it wou ld rank 42nd in size and 49 th in p op u ­ 
lation — and, op p onents of the idea say 51st in wealth. 


Still, the idea has cau ght enou gh attention to insp ire 
state Rep . Dominic J. Jacobetti of Negau nee to p u sh 
throu gh legislativ e ap p rov al to sp end $5,000 to stu dy the 
feasibility of secession. 


He has drawn u p an elaborate scenario that inclu des 
naming the new state Su p erior, becau se Lak e Su p erior 
dominates its northern shore and becau se the name 
su ggests the Up p er Peninsu la’s p ride in its geograp hic 
p osition and its desirability in comp arison with the rest 
of the state. 


Jacobetti wou ld p lace the cap ital of Su p erior in Mar­ 
q u ette (p op u lation 19,824), the Up p er Peninsu la’s larg­ 
est city and its richest becau se of the nearby K. I. 
Sawy er AFB and Northern Michigan Univ ersity . 


It’s the land of the big two hearted riv er of Ernest 
Hemingway , the home of the only Finnish langu age col­ 
lege in the United States and the disp u ted home of Pau l 
Bu ny on and his blu e ox Babe. Other frontier loggings 
regions also claim Pau l and Babe, bu t the Up p er Penin­ 
su la gets v ery u p tight at su ch claims. 


The idea may ap p eal to many Michigan residents — 
in both the Up p er and Lower p eninsu las, bu t it stands 
almost no chance of getting ap p rov al in the one p lace 
where a final ok ay is req u ired — Washington.

The idea of new states is as old as the cou ntry itself. Some, su ch 
as one named Frank lin, actu ally ex isted for a few y ears before 
disap p earing. Another, called Seq u oy ah, adop ted a state con­ 
stitu tion, bu t lost ou t to Rep u blican p arty p olitics. 
Tex as still has the right to div ide itself into fiv e states ~ withou t 
ap p rov al of Congress — and there’s a mov e afoot to do ju st that 
becau se it wou ld giv e the area 10 senators instead of two. 
There’v e been p rop osals to sp lit u p Idaho and California; to 
create new states ou t of w'hat is now New York City , the District of 
Colu mbia, the Nav ajo Indian Reserv ation, New York ’s Long Island, 
Mary land’s Eastern Shore, and Pu erto Rico. There hav e been p ro­ 
p osals for other new states to be named Forgotonia, Aroostook , 
Jefferson, Winston, Indian Stream and Vietbam. 
Many hav e been whimsical or nothing more than efforts to draw 
attention to the p olitical p light of a region. A few hav e been seriou s. 
Here’s a look at some of them:

Stan Delap lane, now a sy ndicated 
trav el writer of The San Francisco Chronicle, won a Pu litzer p rize 
for his rep orting of the Jefferson mov ement, which died with the 
beginning of World War II, on Dec. 7,19 41. 


CALIFORNIA — The most significant effort to sep arate Califor­ 
nia into two states came in 1965 shortly after the Su p reme Cou rt’s 
one man-one v ote decision. Fearing domination by the Los Angeles 
area, the state senate, on a geograp hical basis, v oted 22-16 to sp lit 
the state abou t 50 miles north of Los Angeles. Howev er, the assem­ 
bly , chosen on a p op u lation basis and dominated by the sou th, 
easily rejected the p lan. 


IDAHO — There was a p rop osal in the early 1960s to sp lit Idaho 
into two states. The north-sou th talk comes u p ev ery time issu es in 
the legisli^u re tend toward sectionalism. Historically the north- 
sou th rift goes back to the territorial day s idien the first cap itol 
was established 
Lewiston, then p irated away to Boise. The rift 
nearly p rev ented Idaho’s admission to the Union. 


FORGOTONIA — In 1973, Earl Gamm, then 25 and a Vietnam 
v eteran stu dy ing drama at Western Illinois Univ ersity , p rop osed 
that 16 western Illinois cou nties secede to form a new state called 
“Forgontonia” to dramatize how the state and Federal gov ern­ 
ments had neglected that p art of the state. Gamm ap p ointed him­ 
self gov ernor of Forgotonia, and was inv ited to address the Illinois 
legislatu re. He did so, wearing a stov ep ip e hat and other Lincoln 
garb. The highwater mark of the Forgotonia driv e came when the 
Mercer Cou nty board v oted u nanimou sly to secede from Illinois. 


DISTRICT OF COLUMBIA — There is a Statehood Party that 
u su ally ru ns second or third in elections in Washington, D.C. The 
Rep u blicans sometimes ru n behind them, and the Statehood Party 
now has a member on the city cou ncil. Bills are introdu ced in 
Congress almost ev ery session to mak e the District a state, and 
they rou tinely die in committee. 


WINSTON — Residents of Winston Cou nty , Ala., established the 
“Free State of Winston” in 1862, and ask ed both sides in the Civ il 
War to “leav e u s alone, u nmolested, that we may work ou t ou r 
p olitical and financial destiny here in the hills and mou ntains of 
northwest Alabama.” Winston issu ed its own p ap er money , bu t 
neither side left it alone. The cou nty ’s legislator, C. C. Sheats, was 
ex p elled from the legislatu re and later arrested for treason. He was 
released in 1864 withou t being tried. An attemp t to abolish Winston 
Cou nty failed. 


FRANKLIN — There briefly ex isted a state called Frank lin in 
what is now eastern Tennessee. Historians now refer to it as the 
“Lost State of Frank lin.” John Sev ier, a nativ e Virginian, was 
Frank lin’s first and only gov ernor, chosen in a conv ention in 1784 at 
the state’s cap itol, now Jonesboro, Tenn. Bu t a military man. Col. 
John Tip ton, declared the new state illegal. It started a war that 
wasn’t settled u ntil Febru ary , 1788, when Sev ier was defeated in a 
battle at Tip ton’s p lantation. Sev ier later became Tennessee’s first 
gov ernor. 


EASTERN SHORE — Mary land’s Eastern Shore ju ts ou t p ast 
Chesap eak e Bay into the Atlantic. There are p eriodic efforts by 
legislators from the area to secede from Mary land and from their 
own state. The efforts u su ally reach their height at reap p ortion­ 
ment time — when the Eastern Shore alway s loses some rep resen­ 
tation.

VIETBAM — A whimsical letter in a national news magazine at 
the end of the Vietnam war su ggested Alabama be tu rned ov er to 
Vietnamese refu gees becau se the state is mostly ru ral and its cli­ 
mate is wmewhat lik e that of Vietnam. It su ggested the name 
cou ld be changed to Vietbam. 


NAVAJO — The Nav ajo Indian Reserv ation, which cov ers sec­ 
tions of northeast Arizona, sou theastern Utah and northwestern 
New Mex ico, occsionally mak es noises abou t becoming a sep arate 
state. Bu t the Nav ajo nation ex ists u nder a treaty with the U.S. 
gov ernment and has au thority v ery close to that of a state any way . 


Most of the dissatisfaction ov er the y ears has stemmed from Indian 
fru strations with federal ov erseers, and in the case of Nav ajo, this 
federal domination is rap idly dwindling away . 


LONG ISLAND — In 1967 the Long Island Association of Com­ 
merce and Indu stry p assed a resolu tion fav oring secession from 
New York state and establishing Long Island as an indep endent 
state. The grou p contends the island, with a p op u lation of 2.5 mil­ 
lion, cou ld get far more federal aid as a sep arate state than as a 
p ortion of New York . 
INDIAN STREAM — In 1832 disgru ntled residents of ex treme 
northern New Hamp shire set u p the rep u blic of Indian Stream. It 
was du ring the time the United States and Canada were disp u ting a 
common bou ndary . There were a series of k idnap ings, America 
troop s came into the area, af i d 
the territory was finaUy made a 
p art of New Hamp shire in 1842 u nder the Webster-Ashbu rton 
Treaty . 
PUERTO RICO — As many as 2.8 milli(Hi Pu erto Ricans may 
want to mak e their island the 51st state of the United States. Bu t 
that doesn’t mean the mov e is any closer than it was 58 y ears ago 
when Pu erto Ricans gained U.S. citizenship . 
Bu t Pu erto Rico receiv es more than $1.67 billiwi a y ear in federal 
assistance — withou t p ay ing tax es or p rov iding v otes. The most 
recent test of p u blic op inion was in 1967, when 60.5 p er cent of the 
v oters said they p referred to remain a commonwealth, 38.9 p er cent 
su p p orted statehood, and .6 p er cent said they p referred comp lete 
indep endence. 


SEQUOYAH — On Nov . 7,19 05, the residents of a new state, to be 
called Seq u oy ah, ap p rov ed a cwistitu tion by a margin of 6 to 1 and 
sent a delegation to Washington. They were members of fiv e Indian 
tribes and had been p romised by y ears of treaties — the latest only 
sev en y ears old — that they wou ld be admitted to the u mon.^ Bu t in 
1906 President Teddy Roosev elt said the new state was a v iolation 
of Rep u blican p arty p olicy , and declared that p arty p oliticis su p er­ 
seded gov ernment treaties with the Indians. He cru ^ied the effort 
to establish a sep arate Indian state in what is now the eatern third 
of Ok lahoma. 
The constitu tion written for Seq u oy ah become the fou ndation. The 
Great Seal of Seq u oy ah, with only minor changes, became the seal 
of Ok lahoma. 


NEW YORK CITY — In the 1969 New York City may oral election 
candidate Jimmy Breslin p rop osed that the city secede and become 
a sep arate state. The p rop osal got little attention. Bu t in 1971, Rep . 
Bella Abzu g brou ght it u p again and got the endorsement of three 
of the city ’s fiv e borou ^i p residents. She argu ^ that New York 
City deserv es to be a state becau se its bu dget is larger than any 
state’s and that the city nev er gets a s mu ch back money a s it 
sp ends. If admitted, New York City wou ld be t:^ sev enth most 
p q ;>u lou s state in the u ni(Hi. That idea is still k ick ing arou nd, and 
occasional notices <rf other mov es to mak e the city a state are seen 
in the city ’s newsp ap ers.

DETROIT, Mich. (U P I)—Michigan’s Upper Penin­ 
sula sticks out like a sore thumb from the rest of the 
state, and a lot of folks would like to see it separated 
politically, as well — into America’s 51st state. 
It would be called Superior. 


Congress granted the Upper Peninsula to Michigan — 
taking it away from Wisconsin — early in the 19th Cen­ 
tury, as a consolation prize for losing the Toledo strip to 
Ohio. 
At the time, a Detroit newspaper called its new ter­ 
ritory “ a land of perpetual snows” — as much as 300 
inches a year still falls in northern Upper Peninsula 
hamlets. 


Iron and copper mines brought it boom times — and 
a wild reputation — in the mid-19th century. But pro­ 
duction peaked for both by 1920. There still is some- 
mining, but the depression ended the boom times and 
the major source of revenue now is tourism. 


A lot of people laughed last year when Theodore G. 
Albert, a 57-year-old lawyer from Ironwood, Mich., ran 
for Congress on a third party platform that would grant 
the Upper Peninsula statehood. He lost badly — as ex­ 
pected — but his idea didn’t. 


Many Upper Peninsula residents — there were only 
304, 347 at last count — agree the Upper Peninsula 
needs, if not independence, a better deal from the politi­ 
cians and businessmen in the rest of the state. 


“ I ’ll tell you,” says Mrs. Donald Olgren, 34, of Ish­ 
peming. “ I think if We seceded, we could survive just 
as well as we do now.” 
Albert’s idea was not a new one. But it resurfaced at 


a time when some Upper Peninsula residents were 
ready to take it seriously once again. 


If it did suddenly find itself a state instead of an 
accumulation of 15 Michigan counties covered mostly 
with trees, it would rank 42nd in size and 49th in popu­ 
lation — and, opponents of the idea say 51st in wealth. 


Still, the idea has caught enough attention to inspire 
state Rep. Dominic J. Jacobetti of Negaunee to push 
through legislative approval to spend $5,000 to study the 
feasibility of secession. 


He has drawn up an elaborate scenario that includes 
naming the new state Superior, because Lake Superior 
dominates its northern shore and because the name 
suggests the Upper Peninsula’s pride in its geographic 
position and its desirability in comparison with the rest 
of the state. 


Jacobetti would place the capital of Superior in Mar­ 
quette (population 19,824), the Upper Peninsula’s larg­ 
est city and its richest because of the nearby K. I. 
Sawyer A FB and Northern Michigan University. 


Ifs the land of the big two hearted river of Ernest 
Hemingway, the home of the only Finnish language col­ 
lege in the United States and the disputed home of Paul 
Bunyon and his blue ox Babe. Other frontier logging 
regions also claim Paul and Babe, but the Upper Penin­ 
sula gets very uptight at such claims. 


The idea may appeal to many Michigan residents — 
in both the Upper and Lower peninsulas, but it stands 
almost no chance of getting approval in the one place 
where a final okay is required — Washington.

Statehood proposals as old as country

Old Glory has flown with 50 stars for 15 years, but there are more 
than a few proposals around to add to that firmament with a 51st 
state — and perhaps more. 
The next state could be named Superior. Or possibly there might 
be five more, all born of the present state of Texas. 
The idea of new states is as old as the country itself. Some, such 
as one named Franklin, actually existed for a few years before 
disappearing. Another, called Sequoyah, adopted a state con­ 
stitution, but lost out to Republican party politics. 
Texas still has the right to divide itself into five states — without 
approval of Congress — and there’s a move afoot to do just that 
because it would give the area IO senators instead of two. 
There’ve been proposals to split up Idaho and California; to 
create new states out of what is now New York City, the District of 
Columbia, the Navajo Indian Reservation, New York’s Long Island, 
Maryland’s Eastern Shore, and Puerto Rico. There have been pro­ 
posals for other new states to be named Forgotonia, Aroostook, 
Jefferson, Winston, Indian Stream and Vietbam. 
Many have been whimsical or nothing more than efforts to draw 
attention to the political plight of a region. A few have been serious. 
Here’s a look at some of them: 


SU PERIO R — Congress granted the Upper Peninsula to Mich­ 
igan 
taking it away from Wisconsin — early in the 19th Century 
as a consolation prize for losing the Toledo Strip to Ohio. Michigan 
state Rep. Dominic Jacobetti recently got legislative approval to 
spend $5,000 to study the feasibility of creating a new state there, to 
be called Superior. If it did suddenly find itself a state it would 
rank 42nd in size and 49th in population — and, opponents of the 
idea say, 51st in wealth. Dissident groups in seven adjacent coun­ 
ties in Wisconsin have asked to join in.

JEFFER SO N — There was a movement in 1941 to create the 
“ sovereign state of Jefferson” out of the northern tip of California 
and the southern Oregon coast. Stan Delaplane, now a syndicated 
travel writer of The San Francisco Chronicle, won a Pulitzer prize 
for his reporting of the Jefferson movement, which died with the 
beginning of World War II, on Dec. 7,1941.

Education adds to cash crunch

At least 41 school districts in the 
s t a t e 
have

schools, the state board of education 
was told Thursday. 
The school districts, which were not 
named because they have not yet 
been notified of the state’s finding of 
i l l e g a l segregation, have schools 
which violate the state’s standard for 
racial integration. 
According to the state rules, each 
school in the district must come with­ 
in 15 per cent of reflecting the over-all 
racial composition of the school dis­ 
trict. In short, a district with 50 per 
cent black students could not have a 
school with more than 65 per cent 
black students. 
ROBERT LYONS associate superin­ 
tendent for the state board, said 14 of 
the 41 districts were on a list of segre­ 
gated school districts which was com­ 
piled by former State School Supt. Mi­ 
chael Bakalis in 1971. Chicago, Spring­ 
field and Rockford were on the 1971 
list. 
Members of the state board agreed 
the state must take action against the 
districts that are segregated unless of­ 
ficials in those districts act to in­ 
tegrate the schools on their own. 
Lyons said the board could sue local 
schools to force them to desegregate 
or could cut off state funds to the dis­ 
tricts. 
The board agreed to consider a for­ 
mal resolution at its Oct. 23 meeting 
to put all districts found in violation of 
the state desegregation guidelines on 
notice that action will be taken 
against them by next summer if they 
do not act on their own. 
Board attorney Marilyn Longwel! 
said the board should act to put school 
districts on notice because the state’s 
desegregation rules have not been en­ 
forced strictly in the past. “We need 
to be concerned that we deal equitab­ 
ly with all school districts,” she said. 
“If people have been lulled into non­ 
compliance by previous state actions, 
we shouldn’t just go out tomorrow and 
file suit against them.”

Fo rd ’s first test o f the cro wd successful

WASHINGTON (UPI) - It began 
on the Elkins High School football 
field with Presid ent Ford try ing 
mightily to enthu se ov er a coonskin 
cap presented him by Rep. Harley 
Staggers. 
It end ed 47 minu tes later at the end 
of a 1.3 mile parad e between what 
Rand olph Cou nty sheriff Philip Ware 
insisted were nothing bu t 125,000 good - 
hearted folk come to the West Vir­ 
ginia Mou ntain State Festiv al Parad e 
to cheer their Presid ent. 
Bu t being his first pu blic ou ting 
since being shot at Se^. 22 in San 
Francisco, it also tested the Secret 
Serv ice secu rity and Ford ’s mettle. 
Ford band ed the coonskin cap to 
aid e Terry O’Donnell and climbed into 
the $500,000 bu bble top limou sine 
rebu ilt on the chassis of the car in 
which John F. Kenned y was assassi­ 


nated . He tapped the closed , slid ing 
su nroof and settled back besid e Sen. 
Jennings Rand olph. 


THE BLACK CAR swu ng in ahead 
of the Elkins High School band . The 
open limou sine carried six Secret Ser­ 
v icemen, presid ential phy sician Wil­ 
liam Lu kash, and a su bmachinegu n. 
Abou t 18 other Secret Serv icemen, 
at times intermingled with the six 
blond e high school majorettes and two 
clowns, walked alongsid e Ford ’s car. 
The cheering began. 
Ford almost pu shed his nose u p 
against the bu lletproof glass in his ea­ 
gerness to respond . His mou th opened 
and closed bu t no word s cou ld be 
heard . He wav ed . 
The crowd mad e its clapping, whis­ 
tling sou nd s as the v ehicle pu shed 
ahead at what White Hou se ad v ance- 
man Pappy Noel called *'a good 
three-mile-ah-hou r parad e speed .” 


Ford , althou gh consciou s of the cau ­ 
tion cou nseled by his wife, his ad ­ 
v isers, congressmen and the press, 
obv iou sly ifched to penetrate the bar­ 
rier between him and the people.

Ford’s first test of the crowd successful

WASHINGTON (UPI) - It began 
on the Elkins High School football 
field with President Ford trying 
mightily to enthuse over a coonskin 
cap presented him by Rep. Harley 
Staggers. 
It ended 47 minutes later at the end 
of a 1.3 mile parade between what 
Randolph County sheriff Philip Ware 
insisted were nothing but 125,000 good- 
hearted folk come to the West Vir­ 
ginia Mountain State Festival Parade 
to cheer their President. 
But being his first public outing 
since being shot at Sept. 22 in San 
Francisco, it also tested the Secret 
Service security and Ford’s mettle. 
Ford handed the coonskin cap to 
aide Terry O’Donnell and climbed into 
the $500,000 bubble top limousine 
rebuilt on the chassis of the car in 
which John F. Kennedy was assassi­ 


nated. He tapped the closed, sliding 
sunroof and settled back beside Sen. 
Jennings Randolph. 


THE BLACK CAR swung in ahead 
of the Elkins High School band. The 
open limousine carried six Secret Ser­ 
vicemen, presidential physician Wil­ 
liam Lukash, and a submachinegun. 
About 18 other Secret Servicemen, 
at times intermingled with the six 
blonde high school majorettes and two 
clowns, walked alongside Ford’s car. 
The cheering began. 
Ford almost pushed his nose up 
against the bulletproof glass in his ea­ 
gerness to respond. His mouth opened 
and closed but no words could be 
heard. He waved. 
The crowd made its clapping, whis­ 
tling sounds as the vehicle pushed 
ahead at what White House advance- 
man Pappy Noel called “a good 
three-mile-an-hour parade speed.” 


Ford, although conscious of the cau­ 
tion counseled by his wife, his ad­ 
visers, congressmen and the press, 
obviously itched to penetrate the bar­ 
rier between him and the people.

RANDOLPH, sure of his mountain 
folk, said, “You’re the President!” 
Ford stood and the crowds five and 
six deep outside Bob’s Furniture store 
cheered wildly at the sight. 
Up went Ford’s arm as the vehicle 
passed Veterans Electric Store. 
There were no crowds on the bridge 
over the town river for security pur­ 
poses, so Ford sat back down. 
But on the other side, outside the

Would you please explain portal cir­ 
rhosis of the liver? Does it usually 
cause internal bleeding? Are there 
any early symptoms and could un­ 
controlled diabetes be a contributing 
factor along with some social drink­ 
ing? A very dear friend, 65 years old, 
died of it and the resulting internal 
bleeding. 


Because it is often fatal and re­ 
quires emergency treatment, your 
readers should be warned about it. 
The term portal cirrhosis relates to 
the anatomic changes inside the liver 
that occur with the disease. Your liv­ 
er is divided into numerous small 
lobes. You can see this separation un­ 
der a microscope. Between the lobes 
are veins that belong to the portal cir­ 
culation or branches of the portal 
vein. 
Cirrhosis means scarring of the liv­ 
er. The scarring in portal cirrhosis oc­ 
curs around the small portal veins or 
outside the small liver lobules. As the 
scarring increases they separate the 
lobes, and the liver takes on a more 
lobular 
appearance. 
The 
scarring 
around the lobes causes the liver to 
contract eventually. 
The scarring and compression also 
Increases the pressure in the veins to 
the liver (portal circulation) and raise 
the pressure in these veins. This is 
c a l l e d portal hypertension. The 
scarred tissue literally obstructs the 
flow of venous blood through the liver. 
This has the same effect you get in 
the arm when you constrict it. The 
veins in the arm pop out below the 
blood pressure cuff or the tourniquet 
used by a technician when drawing 
blood. 
In portal cirrhosis the constriction 
causes the veins in the lower eso­ 
phagus and upper stomach to pop out. 
These are called esophageal or gas­ 
tric varices. They are literally vari­ 
cose veins of that area. As they 
stretch too much from pressure they 
may break and hemorrhage into the 
lower esophagus or stomach.

COACHES CAN BE confusing.

“Starting isn’t a big deal anymore 
like the papers try to make it. The 
only ones who really start today are 
the kicking teams.” 
Come on, Bob. Is it true you’ve been 
coaching for 26 years? Quarterback is 
the position EVERYONE talks about, 
and it is the responsibility of the press 
to ask those questions. 
Starting is a big deal to the boys 
involved no matter what they say to 
reporters, or what you say. There’s 
always a confidence factor that can 
rub off on an entire team. Anyway, 
who doesn’t want to be No. I? 
I wonder if Blackman thinks the 
public is clamoring to know who’s go­ 
ing to start at offensive left tackle for 
Illinois this weekend? 
The public will always want to know 
about the quarterback, and con­ 
sequently it is the job of the reporter 
to seek an answer to that question. 
Any coach should understand that and 
respect the responsibilities of the 
press. 
Then there was Jack Pardee talking 
about Chicago reporters after the 
Bears’ loss in Minnesota: 
“I think you dwell too much on the 
negativism of things going on here,” 
the head man said. “I never saw any­ 
thing in the paper here last week 
about Minnesota. Are we going to see 
the same thing with Detroit this 
week?” 
The Bears’ boss ignores the fact 
Bobby Douglass, one of the most con­ 
troversial athletes in Chicago sports 
history, was sent packing last week. 
That was THE STORY, not the way 


can be overproduced. “You give me 
one camera and a great football game 
and you won’t remember how much 
equipment I had,” he said.

He even lectured a group of football 
writers for their lack of enthusiasm, 
ending with a call for three hip-hip- 
hooray cheers for the Rams, an ab­ 
surd request that met with half­ 


hearted response at best.

Gullett: Bring on the wall 
Cincinnati, Red Sox 
have date in Fenway 


Pete Rose screamed, “ Here we come, Red Sox!’* Don Gullett 
said it makes no difference whether there’s a “ Green Monster” or 
no monster. And Darrell Johnson made a surprise pitching choice 
for Sunday’s second World Series game. 
All that, while preparations for Saturday’3 Cincinnati at Boston 
opener continued Thursday with both teams working out in their 
home parks. 
At Riverfront Stadium, Cincinnati Reds' third baseman Rose, 
who's spent most of his career in the outfield, said Boston Red Sox 
hitters will have more trouble figuring out Gullett than the Reds 
should encounter solving Boston’s fabled leftfield wall. 
“ Those guys ain’t never seen the likes of Gullett,” said Rose. And 
Gullett insisted he’ll change nothing in his pitching, “ Green Mon­ 
ster” or not. 
“ I’m not concerned about the ballpark,” said the hard throwing 
lefty. “ I ’ll pitch the same way there that I pitch here. I can’t 
change my style of pitching for just one game. 
“ We’ve got some parks in the National League — Montreal and 
Chicago — where the wind is supposed to be a factor, but I ’ve 
always pitched the same there,” said Gullett. “ I’m not studying the 
ballpark. I ’m studying the hitters. 
Red Sox manager Johnson announced that lefty Bill Lee, who 
hasn't started since Sept. 19 or won since Aug. 24, will take the 
mound for Boston on Sunday. Lee was picked over righthander 
Rick Wise who has been pushed back to next Tuesday's third game 
in Cincinnati. 
“ The reason we are pitching Lee on Sunday is that he’s a ground 
ball pitcher and ground ball pitchers have trouble on Astroturf,” 
said Johnson. Boston’s Fenway Park has natural turf. Cincinnati’s 
Riverfront Stadium is dressed entirely with artificial turf. 
Selection of Lee was not hastily made. Johnson and his coaches 
spent two hours mulling over their choice. “ Johnson’s a lefthander 
and Cincinnati has had more trouble with lefthanders than right­ 
handers,” said Johnson. “ Also, he holds people on base well.” 
Las Vegas oddsmakers have installed the Reds as 8-5 favorites to 
capture the World Series. But that does not bother the Red Sox who 
were only 10-1 choices for the American League East title. 
“ We haven’t been picked to win all year,” said Red Sox pitcher 
Wise, “ but all the other teams are home watching us.” 
Boston super scout Frank Malzone, who graded Cincinnati during 
the regular season, said, “ I think it’s going to go six or seven 
games, no matter who wins. I can’t see one club being that much 
better than the other.”

Dead ringer for Presley 
in everything but money

“I’m caught in a trap 
I can’t walk out 
Because I love you 
too much, baby” 
—Elvis Presley 


Rick Sauceto has never given away a traffic jam’s 
worth of fancy automobiles to his old ladies. Elvis 
Presley has. That, and millions and millions of dol­ 
lars, set the two entertainers apart. 
Sauceto calls himself the Prince of Rock and Roll. 
He concedes the King’s crown to Elvis. But in a 
world that values it imitations almost as much as 
the real thing, the Loyal Subject may soon be big 
box office in his own right. 
He’s a dead ringer for Presley. At 20 paces you 
couldn’t tell the difference in the two men. Only his 
slim frame gives away his secret. He’s a carbon 
copy who, in actuality, is only playing himself. 
Therein lies the rub. 
“If there was no Elvis, I’d be a millionaire,” 
bluntly states the 19-year-old mini-sensation whose 
Presley show sends girls into a frenzy and conjures 
up the image of Elvis the Pelvis himself. 
Sauceto and his group, the Fabulous Ambassadors, 
is busting records at suburban nightclubs about as 
fast as he can shake his hips. Females practically 
strangle him in outbursts of affection. 
“The girls are on the square,” says Sauceto’s 
manager, Dennis Pederson, of Schaumburg, when 
questioned about their behavior. “They get carried 
away.” 
BUT DO THEY LOVE him for his body or are 
they taken by his likeness to Presley? If they can’t 
get the King are they simply settling for whatever 
they can get? 
“You’ll have to talk to the girls about that,” says 
Sauceto. 
The girls flock to him, both the screamers and the 
silent types. Outside his dressing room door they 
sound like mice scratching for cheese. Mi-mi-mi-mi- 
mi. A woman in her fifties sends him in a hair 
brush. He strokes his black locks and sends it back 
to her. She clutches the comb as if he turned it into a 
$50 bill. Remember, inflation. 
“They don’t want autographs,” gasps the object of 
affection. “They want blood.” Such is their demon­ 
stration that Pederson claims his star attraction 
must be careful about how much of himself to put in 
front of his public. 
“He goes through 40 scarves a week,” says Peder­ 
son. “We had to get him specially textured scarves 
so they don’t burn his neck.” He says two girls 
recently grabbed either end of his scarf after a par­ 
ticularly rousing performance. “I swore his neck 
was broken.” 
SAUCETO, A SKINNY kid from Chicago’s north 
side, wears a white-sequined jump suit opened 
down the chest, a silver cross around his neck and a 
specially made belt with a big star in the middle. 
He comes onstage to the theme from “2001, a 
Space Odyssey.” The lights flicker, he kicks up his 
leg, practically clicks his knees together with his 
rubberband limbs and lets out a guttural glop. Some 
woman yells, “He’s mama’s boy.” A girl kisses him 
as he bends over toward the audience. “Hey! 
There’s only so much,” Sauceto graps. 
Six-hundred people have paid $5 cover charge (in­ 
cluding two drinks) at Mr. Lucky’s nightclub in 
Streamwood to see Sauceto. Thousands of others 
have caught his act from here to the south suburbs. 
Many more will attend when he plays B. Ginnings in 
Schaumburg next Wednesday, then returns to Mr. 


Lucky’s for nine days the end of October. He’ll be at 
Landers Chalet Supper Club in Elk Grove Village in 
December. 
His snow consists of Elvis’ hits, “Return to Send­ 
er,” “Temperature’s Rising,” “Suspicious Minds,” 
“Can’t Help Falling in Love With You,” and the 
Righteous Brothers’ golden oldie, “You’ve Lost That 
Lovin’ Feeling.” 
AT TIMES HE keeps his mouth on the micro­ 
phone. He slips to one knee, closes his eyes and belts 
out the words. He flips to the other knee and a 
pained expression comes to his face as he works on 
the heavy lyrics. “Now it’s gone (oomph), gone 
(oomph), gone (oomph), woh, oh, woh.” 
As each song ends he turns his back to the crowd 
and holds up his arms as if he is parting the sea. He 
flashes three karate kicks and throws in a little 
Kung Fu for good measure. The lights dim and he is 
gone from the stage, after one hour and 15 songs, 
trailed by screaming girls. 
It was of the stuff that made Superman the hero 
he is today that got Sauceto off and running as little

Actor David Selby 


puts stage success in its proper perspective 


By all rights David Selby should 
have a swelled head. Reviews for 
his performance in “Cat On A Hot 
Tin Roof” have been absolutely 
glowing. One critic even likened 
him to Paul Newman. And if ac­ 
tors don’t like to be compared 
with one another, still, it’s a lav­ 
ish compliment. 


David, whose friendly, easy go­ 
ing manner can’t help but put ev­ 
eryone around him immediately 
at ease, just grins. 


“It’s better than having it go 
the other way,” he said. 


“Sure, it’s a nice feeling, but 
everything has to be put in its 
proper perspective. Good or bad 
it’s just one person’s opinion.” 


SEEMINGLY TOO modest a 
person to be taken in by a few 
short-lived written praises any­ 
how, David continued “You know, 
once I played opposite the late 
Jack McGowran in ‘Gandhi.’ I 
was on stage with him four hours 
a night. That’s a long time. And 
you know one critic didn’t even 
mention my name.” 


Nor does he show any real emo­ 
tion about the role of Brick he 
plays in Arlington Park Theatre’s 
production of “Cat.” 


“I can’t talk about what L ac­ 
tually do on stage. I don’t know. 
Of course there are certain roles 
that are more difficult to do than 


others because they are not as 
close to you.” 


Selby enjoys playing Brick. It’s 
the first opportunity he’s had to 
do a Tennessee Williams’ play. 


. “I FIND HIM fascinating,” he 
said. 


Theatergoers who see David in 
“Cat” have to agree he wears the 
role naturally. It’s tailor-made for 
him.

But neither can one stereotype 
him. He’s played Abraham Lin­ 
coln twice, when he’s had to wear 
a false long nose; is experienced 
in Shakespeare; guest-starred on 
television’s “Waltons;” and took 
the side of law and order in 
“Super Cops.” 


David, in that same warm, 
unaffected fashion, pauses a mo­ 
ment before saying he’s never 
given it much thought what he ac­ 
tually prefers doing though “mak­ 
ing 
the 
movie 
‘Super 
Cops,’ 
wasn’t all that much fun.” The 
pressure was on to finish a cer­ 
tain number of scenes in a certain 
amount of time. 


“I LOVE THE theater. It’s 


great. The audience is right there. 
And it’s a lot like playing golf. If 
you play bad one day, you can 
forget about it, get up the next 
day and do better. That’s how the­ 
ater is too. But in films forget it. 
Once it’s down, you can’t change 
a thing. 


“My whole orientation was in 
theater and it wasn’t until I had 
been in the business a few years 
that I even thought of anything 
else.” 


Originally from Morganstown, 
W. Va., David didn’t become in­ 
terested in theater until he went 
to college. And then it was quite 
by accident. 


He just happened to go to South­ 
ern Illinois University, just hap­ 
pened to be assigned an adviser 
who was in the theater depart­ 
ment. And he just happened to 
suggest to David that he take a 
course in acting as an elective. 


“I DID AND there was never 
anything else,” said Selby. 


Because he went to school in the 
Midwest, David is quite familiar 
with the state and enjoys coming 
back to Chicago. He starred here 
two years ago in the world pre­ 
miere of “Dance on a Country 
Grave,” and subsequently por­ 
trayed Prince Hal in “Henry IV” 
at the Goodman. 


He has a number of friends 
spread throughout the state he oc­ 
casionally visits, and Monday, his 
day off, he talked about renting a 
car to drive down to New Salem. 
He likes history, particularly the 
Civil War period. Besides, playing 
Abraham Lincoln leaves a lasting 
impression on a person. 


Yet overall, his present brief 
stay in the Chicago area has been 
pretty low key. 


“Staying at Arlington Park Hil­ 
ton is like being on a ship.

This new 
collection should be as popular with 
other singers. 
To start with, there is the very in­ 
fectious and gay rocker “ Bad Blood” 
on which an uncredited Elton John 
gives a vocal assist. In the more 
serious vein is the very thoughtful and 
mature title song, a look at .the per­ 
sonal sadness and uneasiness success 
can bring. Another song with ex­ 
ceptionally fine lyrics is “ New York 
City Bliws.” Sedaka can be mean­ 
ingful without being pompous or over­ 
ly sincere.

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John Denver tops Olivia 
on their newest albums 


Some singers seem to reach a peak 
of popularity where they can do no 
wrong in the eyes and ears of their 
fans. Reviewing them seems a useless 
task — their fans will like the album 
no matter what. 
Two such established singers are 
Olivia Newton-John and John Denver. 
Each has a new album, and while I 
usually prefer Olivia’s music, I think 
Denver has done the better job this 
time. 
Olivia’s 
“Clearly 
Love” 
album 
(MCA records) seems even more 
strongly to rely on her prettiness 
(there are ll pictures on the dust 
jacket and her hair stylist is listed 
among the album credits) than her 
last album. Granted, she is one of to­ 
day’s prettiest singers, but it is not 
beauty but music that is going to 
make me like an album. “Clearly 
Love” lacks a strong song, such as 
her recent hits “ Have You Never 
Been Mellow” and “I Love You, I 
Honestly Love You.” 


IN ADDITION, she attempts Eddie 
Cochran’s classic rock-punk anthem 
“ Summertime Blues” and takes all

the spunk out of the song that made 
the Blue Cheer and Who versions so 
great. 
Only “He’s My Rock” and “Let It 
Shine” (one of the album’s few coun­ 
try-influenced songs) are worth the ef­ 
fort. 
Denver, on the other hand, comes 
up with a generally strong second side 
to “ Windsong” (RCA) after a slower 
first side. Dismissing his No. I single 
“ I’m Sorry,” which isn’t that good, 
there are four good songs on the flip 
side. 
Denver shares the singing with 
Olivia on the pretty ballad “Fly 
Away” and with Mary Ann Duffy on 
the bright “Love Is Everywhere.” On 
both songs he comes across as a 
stronger singer because he’s not sing-

ing alone. There also is “Calypso” 
about sea explorer 
Jacques-Yves 
Cousteau, with a spirited orchestral 
arrangement and the country-styled 
“ Two Shots.” 
“Looking For Space,” because of its 
more believable lyrics, and “ Cow­ 
boy’s Delight” are first-side high­ 
lights.

OTHER NEW releases include Neil 
Sedaka’s “ The Hungry Years” (Rock­ 
et). This fine album follows last 
year’s “ Sodaka’s Back” (also Rocket) 
from which seven other singers chose 
songs to release as singles. This new 
collection should be as popular with 
other singers. 
To start with, there is the very in­ 
fectious and gay rocker “ Bad Blood” 
on which an uncredited Elton John 
gives a vocal assist. In the more 
serious vein is the very thoughtful and 
mature title song, a look at the per­ 
sonal sadness and uneasiness success 
can bring. Another song with ex­ 
ceptionally fine lyrics is “New York 
City' Blues.” Sedaka can be mean­ 
ingful without being pompous or over­ 
ly sincere. 
The rest of the album is divided be­ 
tween ballads and rockers of various 
degrees of strength. He even updates 
his 1962 hit “ Breaking Up Is Hard To 
Do” with a string arrangement by 
Richard Carpenter. 


“ LESLIE UGGAMS” (Motown). Ifs 
been a long time since Mitch Miller’s 
singalongs, but she sounds better than 
I ever remembered. This is her first 
Motown album and is aimed at a 
younger audience, with production 
and style similar to Diana Ross’ 
work. 
There’s a bit of disco (“Don’t Know 
What You Got Till You Lose It” ). 
There are also strong ballads (“I Was 
the Life of the Party” and “ Meet Me 
Tonight” ) and pretty arrangements 
(“Next Stop Heaven” ). 
It is a very fine album that de­ 
serves to be a hit. Credit, too, must go 
to producer Don Davis, who does the 
Dramatics, 
and the Detroit and 
Muscle Shoals musicians. 


Buchwald spins a cat tale 
to delight entire family 


“ IRVING’S DELIGHT”

Art Buchwald has done himself, and 
cat fanciers everywhere, proud with 
his slim gem of a book, “ Irving’s 
Delight.” 
In 95 tightly written pages, Buch­ 
wald spins a clever tale that inter­ 
twines cats, their owners, Madison 
Avenue, television, terrorist kidnap- 
ings and the Superbowl. (I told you 
those 95 pages were tightly written.) 
The book, with delightful drawing 
by Reynold Ruffins, chronicles an ad­ 
vertising executive’s discovery of Ir­ 
ving, a cat that eats with his paws. 
Irving becomes a sensation of tele- 
vision-land but, as with all those in 
the public eye, he is in more danger 
than he realizes. 
IRVING’S SPONSORS plan to un­ 
veil a new line of cat food during the 
Superbowl broadcast. But — Irving is 
kidnaped.

It is a new year for the fledgling 
Chicago Ballet. The principal dancers 
from last year have departed and new 
dancers have joined the troupe. De­ 
spite the changes, or perhaps because 
o fthem, the company still has an 
essential quality of promise for things 
to come. 


The opening of the company’s sec­ 
ond season last weekend ranged from 
the very good to the very boring, with 
a few dancers providing perform­ 
ances of genuine quality. 


Such, for example, was the per­

“Fido, do you have a sore throat?” 
“Woof!” (yes) is the reply. 
“Have the children come home?”

Don’t laugh. Conversations such as 
these are really possible with your 
dog. 
Animal behaviorists have long car­ 
ried on research programs with dol­ 
phins and chimpanzees, who actually 
can have extensive vocabularies and 
are able to form phrases and short 
sentences. These researchers now 
claim that performances of chimps 
and dolphins don’t come close to what 
the ordinary household pet is capable 
of understanding and communicating. 
Although science writer Jhan Rob­ 
bins includes examples of vocal com­ 
munication between pet and owner, 
that isn’t what has new book, “Your 
Pet’s Secret Language,” is all about. 
Ifs about body language commu­ 
nication as well as words, barks and 
other sounds used between pet and 
owner. 
RESEARCHERS 
HAVE 
long 
known that animals communicate be­ 
tween each other, and humans com­ 
municating with animals isn’t new ei­ 
ther. People have been doing it for 
centuries. But now scientists are rec­ 
ognizing that animals have more in­ 
telligence than they have been given 
credit for. Household pets and other 
animals are capable of thought pro­ 
cesses and are anxious to share these 
thoughts with you, explains the au­ 
thor. Because they have to rely al­ 
most completely on movements and 
facial expressions to communicate 
these thoughts, animals are masters 
at body language which is vastly 
more important to them than it is to 
man.

Most pets can understand their own­ 
ers a lot better than the owners can 
understand the pet. A pet studies your 
body language all day. And if your 
dog is of average intelligence, he 
probably understands more than 75 
words as well. A super intelligent dog 
may understand up to 250 words, and 


owners often claim, “Towser under­ 
stands everything I say!” 
But do you as a pet owner know 
what your dog is trying to say when 
his ears go back, up, flat, up or down 
or bent at right angles? Head tilted to 
right or left? Tail up, down, in a high, 
medium or violent wag? Body sway­ 
ing? 
EVERY MOTION, despite its sub­ 
tlety, reveales information. Every 
movement, every grimace, every ex­ 
pression your pet makes signifies 
something and has a special meaning. 
To learn these meanings Robbins sug­ 
gests keeping a notebook to record 
movements and apparent meanings.

tim es be equal to the cost of public improvem ents plus ten 
per cent (10%), being constructed in each phase of devel­ 
opment. Upon completion of the im provem ents and final 
approval of the Village Engineer, the Village shall accept 
sam e upon deposit of a corporate guarantee for the cost of 
m aintenance and any required repairs or replacem ents for 
one-vear period after acceptance. The Owner shall deliver 
to the Village a Bill of Sale for all im provem ents contained 
in acceptance. The Owner shall deliver to the Village Engi­ 
neer “as builts” and plats showing all easem ents upon final 
acceptance by the Village of any and all im provem ents and 
any underground structural repairs thereof. 
The Owner m ay reduce the am ount of the bond or 
irrevocable letter of credit by an am ount equal to the cost 
of im provements accepted, the am ount of said reduction 
m ust be approved by the Village President and Board of 
Trustees. 
10. Sewage Services: The Owner agrees th at sewage 
service for the subject property is to be provided through 
connection to the Metropolitan Sanitary D istrict of G reater 
Chicago interceptor sewer in Algonquin Road right-of-way. 
It is understood that the subject property Is not currently 
within the jurisdiction of the Metropolitan Sanitary D istrict 
of G reater Chicago and that it will be necessary for the 
State Legislature to adopt the required legislation to perm it 
the Metropolitan Sanitary D istrict of G reater Chicago to 
serve the sewage needs of the units to be constructed on 
subject territory. The owner under the conditions of this 
agreem ent shall be obligated to and shall proceed forthwith 
to have subject property annexed to the M etropolitan San­ 
itary District. However, prior to annexation of the subject 
property to the Metropolitan Sanitary District, Owner m ay 
enter into a contract with the Metropolitan Sanitary Dis­ 
trict to provide service to the subject property and the 
Owner shall thereupon be bound to pay the C£st thereof 
prom ptly to the M etropolitan Sanitary District. The Village 
shall join and execute any and all agreem ents necessary to 
effectuate the said contract with the M etropolitan Sanitary 
District, all without cost or expense to the Village Upon 
agreem ent with the M etropolitan Sanitary D istrict to ser­ 
vice the subject area, Owner shall be free to develop the 
subject property, in accordance with the other term s and 
conditions of this agreem ent. 
11. Permits: The Village agrees to issue necessary 
building perm its and other perm its for construction of the 
single-family detached buildings, subject to the Owner or 
developer being in full compliance with all ordinances, 
rules and regulations of the Village. 
12. Model Areas: The Village agrees to perm it the 
Owner or developer to construct and m aintain two model 
areas in those areas of the subject prem ises not finally 
platted in advance of any plat approval and engineering 
approval for construction of sanitary sewer and w ater 
mains, provided that no such construction shall prejudice 
the power and right of the Village to review, approve or 
diapprove final subdivision plats and engineering plans for 
any plat containing such model area. Said model areas 
shall consist of one area for single-family and one area for 
Zero Lot Line models with a m axim um of seven (7) units 
for each model area, together with suitable parking areas. 
Such construction shall be in compliance with the provi­ 
sions of the Village’s Building Code. Further, Owner and 
developer m ay utilize models or a residence as a project 
office for the m arketing of other portions of the subject 
premises, and said use shall be discontinued with said 
property and the subject prem ises has been fully and final­ 
ly completed.

13. Term: This Annexation Agreem ent shall be binding 
upon and inure to the benefit of the parties hereto, succes­ 
sor owners of record of land which is the subject of this 
Agreement, assignees, licensees, and upon any successor 
municipal authorities of said Village and successor munici­ 
palities, for a period of ten (IO) years from the date of the 
execution hereof and any extended tim e that m ay be 
agreed to by am endments. 
14. Severability: If any section or provision of this 
Agreem ent shall be held invalid pursuant to any court 
proceedings, it shall not otherwise affect the validity of the 
other provisions of this Agreement, and such 
provision 
shall be deemed to be exorcised therefrom . It is expressly 
understood that the zoning classifications for the subject 
property which shall be approved by the Village pursuant 
to the provisions of this Agreem ent shall survive this 
Agreem ent and continue to be the zoning classification of 
the subject premises. 
15. Remedies: It is understood and agreed that all p ar­ 
ties hereto shall have all rights and rem edies as provided 
herein and as well the rights provided by State Statutes, 
including the right to disconnect territory or any part 
thereof in the event either party fails to abide by the term s 
of this Agreement. 
It is agreed by the parties hereto that no petition for 
disconnection shall be presented or filed, either with the 
Village or with any court of jurisdiction after the subject 
property is entitled to receive sewage service from the 
M etropolitan Sanitary District.
